With all the expaiisiveiiess of a late-corner shouting, 
"Shirt the partv — I've arrived", Mr. Duplessis has heralded 
the arrival of ' Metro. An editorial in the Montreal Star 
quotes him as saying, to the municipalities involved, "We're 
giving you the power to «et along with each other. You 
didn't have it until now." 

One or the immediate responsibilities of Metro will he 
the co-ordination or the civil defence efforts of Montreal 
and its suburbs: To date, the Civil Defence Commit) ee has 
hot accomplished much. Its powers have been either ill-defin- 
ed or nonexistent. Unfortunately, the vagueness of the sta- 
tus of Civil Defence within the new Metro arrangement 
does not indicate any great promise of concerted action in 
the near future. 

Meanwhile, Montreal, sprawling and disorganized, is 
highly susceptible to a state of anarchy in the event of 
atomic attack. An island city, whose few bridges are totally 
incapable of handling even the casual traffic of a Sunday 
afternoon, heeds a highly organized and disciplined populace 
if it is to prevent such a tragedy from becoming total. 

For most people, untraiued in military organization, 
unused to participation in any civil organization whatever, 
and completely uncertain as to what to do or where to turn, 
an atomic attack would instigate mental chaos. In the grip 
of terror and indecision,' the usual behaviour ; is to follow 
the old adage,. 

"When in. danger or in doubt 

Run in circles, scream and shout." " 

In this respect, Civil Defence' could lip much. The 
knowledge that there were clearly defined chains of • com- 
mand, and the knowledge that every person was committ- 
ed to the perl'ormance or some immediate, useful, and spe- 
cific task, would count immeasurably in reducing the danger- 
ous penchant for hysteria. 

Undoubtedly, the provision of an adequate and. fiinc- 
ional civil deduce for this city would he an inimense under- 
taking. The. evacuation of the island on three hours notice 
would' he a physical impossibility. Rut to justify inaction 
on the grounds that all erroft is futile is to pay homage 
to fatuity. : " ' • 

There may he one sina.ll, and rather negative, con- 
solation in the power and efficiency or today's weapons, and 
in the nakedness of our- position. With the speed they'll he 
travelling in a few more years, we'll never even know what 
hit us. • .

Conformity 

There has been a real deal of 
careless talk recently about tho 
terrible dangers of conformity, 
which, it is .said, threaten the 
future of the Unilrd States and 
Canada unless we do something 
about it. 

For a lonu time there were 
those who pointed scornful fing- 
ers at the mass-produced pro- 
ducts of our industries, and con. 
demned them for their shoddi- 
ne.ss, ugliness and lack of grace 
and charm. Well, the industrial- 
ists listened and now most things 
mass-produced today arc well 
designed, functional and In good 
taste. Toasters and travelling 
bags, soaps and settees look hand- 
some, and although they have 
built-in obsolescence, they are 
available to all. Yet this is one 
feature of our present life that 
is being described as so danger- 
ous. The outcry is against the 
awful sameness. Well, you can't 
have it both ways. You cither 
have a craft economy, or a mass- 
production economy and again I 
ask you — are you sure you 
prefer the former over the latter? 

Granted that a craft economy 
provides a fertile field for non- 
conformity, do we really want a 
community of non-conformists ? 
I mean really. Would you like to 
livo on a street full of Jean Paul 
Sartres, Dylan Thomases and Tho- 
mas Wolfes. a street hissing with 
suears, echoing with categorical 
imperatives and strident with in- 
flated egos ? A street which you 
tolerate for the sake of a few 
flashes of genius, jor a momen- 
tary laugh, bred of embarass- 
ment? Would you find this sti- 
mulating ? I doubt it. You could 
tolerate a solitary non conformist 
on your street, but put them all 
together, in one community shar- 
ing a cacophony of individualism, 
and you would surely create a 
situation resembling a newly- 
discovered level of Inferno.' 

No sir,, give me' as a neigh- 
hour the third vice president of 
the local biscuit company. He 
minds his own business and ex- 
pects you to mind yours. So 
there's a dreadful sameness about 
your houses, your furniture, 
your outlook ? Who cares ? You 
can only live In. one house at a 
time anil if your own house suits 
you, that's as much as you have 
a right to expect. 

In conclusion. I helieve- that 
the, last thing the true noncon- 
formist wants around him is an 
atmosphere of non-conformity. 
In sucn an atmosphere there will 
be no wind mills lo tilt with, no 
feelings to outrage; no sonsibi- 
lilies to arouse. It seems axioma- 
tic that the non conformist needs 
a conformist community on 
which to sharpen his talents and 
make himself heard.
